TO FRUIT GROWERS OF 
OKANAGAN 


The Okanagan fruit district is fac 
ed with disaster because of American 
dumping on Canadian markets and a 
movement is already under way to 
mass public opinion for an attack on 
Ottawa to secure relief chiefly in the 
way of anti-dumping legislation 

The 350,000 residents of the Oka- 


‘|nagan Valley are practically under 


sentence to move out, unless meas- 
ures are immediately taken by the 
government not only to stop importa- 
tions but to ensure that fruits which 
are grown in the United States are 
not shipped into Canada to be sold be 
low the cost of production there 

The Okanagan growers are forced 
to cell their own products at below 
the cost of production in order to 
dispose of their stocks. The surplus 
fruit of the American farmers is be- 
ing dumped on Canadian markets at 
au price in the United States 

Fruit and vegetable growers no- 
tably individualistic in their actions 
are being cemented into a solid body 
by the dark clouds which hang over 
the-industry. Throughout the valley 
trom Sicamous in the north to Pen- 
ticton and Oliver in the south, fruit 
and vegetable growers, business and 
professional men and’ workers, are 
animated a single purpose—to so in- 
form the Canadian people of all as- 
pects of the situation that they will 
demand that the government put a 
stop to the dumping of United States 
fruit and vegetables on Canadian mar 
kets. The cause of this unity of pur- 
pose is the one that. the world over 
has united peoples—the threat of des 
truction 

The appeal is being made on eco- 
nomic grounds and although British 
Columbia is now taking the lead it 
will be followed up by all producing

Importance of the Liver 

While nearly everybody knows that 
the liver secretes the bile, many con- 
sider that its only function. This is 
actually less important than its task 
of taking from the blood and storing 
away for future use certain subs 
tances and injecting into the blood 
stream other substances. The liver 
cells are highly specialized chemical 
structures in close relation to the 
blood suspended in a supporting mesh 
work of fibrous tissue. The organ as 
a whole is. larger and weighs more 
than any other in the body 

The Sluggish Liver Idea 

Much - has been written pro and 
con, regarding the influence of the 
liver on the balance of the organism 
when it is not functioning properly 
The poor old liver is blamed for 
everything from constipation to the 
“blues” No matter what people may 
be complaining of, some persons will 
say “it’s your liver. Take a good 
dose of something to stir up your 
liver and you'll be all right’’ How far 
this is true I am not prepared to 
say. Men who have spent a lifetime 
studying nothing but the liver dis- 
agree on some points regarding its 
functions. 

One man says that with the excep- 
tion of foods gastric juice and the 
bile there are at present no known 
liver stimulants. Other clinicians con- 
tend that aleic acid, Epsom salts, egg 
yelk and cream all promote a free 
flow of bile. The truth of the latter 
contention certainly can be demon- 
strated. 

How Jaundice is Produced 

When for any reason bile is re- 
tained by the liver it passes into the 
blood and tinges the skin and mucous 
membranes a yellowish hue. This is 
first noticed on the whites of the eyes 
The most common cause of retention 
of the bile is a partial closure of the 
ducts as a result of an inflammation 
that extends into these ducts from the 
small intestine. Less often the 
blocking to the outflow of bile is 


come lodged in the duct. Many a 
case of supposed gallstones is sent 
to the operating table when the pa- 
tient has nothing but inflammation 
ot the ducts. 

The X-ray is now of considerable 
assistance in diagnosing liver and 
gall bladder conditions. The patient 
is given some capsules containing a 
specific dye. As the capsule dissolves 
in the intestine the dye enters the 
ducts and gall bladder and often coats 
the stones that are there in a way 
that makes them visible on the X-ray 
film. If no dye enters the gall blad- 
der it may be assumed that the duct 
is obstructed. Sometimes it is; some- 
times it is not
